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A VALUABLE LA CROSSE INDUSTRY. 


In last Saturday’s issue of The Tribune there appeared an account of 
a visit made by a party of La Crosse businessmen to the plant of the 
Wisconsin Leaf Tobacco company. 
• 
, 
The party went at the invitation of Mr. S. Y. Hyde, whose purpose 
was to call attention to the im portance of this new industry. The trip was 
completely successful as to this purpose, and the incident promises to re­ 
sult in good things. The fact is that this plant has 
been 
underestimated 
from the start. There arose at the time of its creation a misunderstanding, 
or rather a series of misunderstandings, and a great many people were con­ 
sequently cross and in a mood to think poorly, or not at all, of the in­ 
stitution. 
T hat was at the start. Explanations have been followed by 
under­ 
standing, and good will was long ago restored all around, but the value of 
the plant was never appreciated. There had been much said about the un­ 
fortunate circumstance that an institution employing about seven 
hun­ 
d re d hands was allowed to get away from us and make a city of Sparta, 
and odious comparisons kept public opinion from doing justice to the new 
La Crosse institution. Not until the visit of Saturday had any of the men 
rn 
in the party—and all of them are men of public affairs—given to Mr. Mc­ 
Intosh and his associates credit for having one of the most valuable and 
productive institutions in this city. 
There is but one way to measure the importance to us of the W iscon­ 
sin Leaf Tobacco company. The right basis is present productiveness and 
future possibilities. 
W hat is its capacity? W hat does it pay in wages? 


How does it add to the wealth and prosperity of this city? Today there is 
$100,000 worth of leaf tobacco stored in the plant; there are 75 well paid 
people working there; farmers from forty and fifty miles around are being 
drawn to our m arket because they have business with this tobacco con­ 
cern. These are the things that make the industry valuable, auld it does not 
m atter that the Sparta plant would also have been worth while. 
Besides, it is timely to remember that the W isconsin Leaf 
Tobacco 


plant-is independent of the trust, owned by La Crosse men who bought 
it with La Crosse money and are operating it for the benefit of La Crosse 
in general as well as themselves. It is these independent plants that pre­ 


vent the tobacco trust from controlling the price of W isconsin tobacco to 
the detriment of producers. If we are to make W isconsin a great tobacco 
state, and La Crosse a great tobacco center, we must not come under the 
control of this $186,000 ,0 0 0 octopus. 


The Tribune suggests that it would be an interesting 
experience 
for 
every businessman of La Crosse to drop in on Manager M cIntosh at the 


tobacco house and look the plant over. This city has a good thing there 


which it has been slow to appreciate, and we would do well to come to a 
full knowledge of its value.
